PORTUGAL. 

Travets rm PortveaL. By Jon Larven. With 
— teapg te by , A 8 x T. Sormzrzon er- 
COURT. vo., pp. ew York: G. F. Putnam's 
Sons, Price, $3.50, 


It is refresbing to take in hand once more a 
volume Of travels written by a gentleman of 
culture, of\ discriminating taste, of broad judg- 
ment, acd of reasouable skill in the use of good 
Epglseh. After the watery dilutions in the guise 
of notes from abroad with which the reader has 
been istely surfeited, it is peculiarly grateful to 
find a work hke Mr. Latouche’s Travels in 
Portugal,” that has a satisfactory amount of 
solid substance in it. Mr. Latouche had the ad- 
vantage of ex; loring a country seidom visited by 
the seribb iug tourist, and he knew how 
to improve hw opportunity by stadying 
end describmg the objects most iuter- 
esting to the intelligent inquirer. Portugal, 
though but three or four centuries ago ths most 
important maritime power, and one of the 
most influential monarchies in Burope, now at- 
tracts little attention, and is very little kn wo. 
Yet the past history and the present condition 
of the nation. the physica! traits of the country, 
and the sturdy character of the people, render 
this one of tbe attrac:ive points on the odatinent 
of Europe for the student of nature and af the 


human race, 

Serious obstacles will, however, for some 
years to come prevent this being a popular re- 
sort for the mere sight-seer. There are some 
500 miles of raioad uniting Oporto with Lis- 
bon apd several minor cities, but the Kingdom 
16 almest destitute of car: iage-roads, and the «ant 
of bridges, canals, and of all adequate facilities 
for commerce and travel, close tue interior to for- 
eig ners almost as effectually as though it were 
surrounded with impasabie walls. The lan- 
guege is aleo a formidable barrier. It is the 
most difficult of the languages of Southern 
Europe, ; resenting impediments in idiom and 
provuociaiion that only the apt aud persevering 
unguist can surmouot. Strangers so se dom 
penetiate into the country that the office of in- 
tei preter or guide has not yet been instituted, 
aud intercourse with the peo le must be con- 
ducted in their verpacular or whuoliv by signs 
The ordivary tourt would scarcely think it 
worth bis while to attempt the mastery of a 
cratbed tougue iu order to lean the habi:s end 
traits of the citizens of atmaii snd out otf-the- 
way Kingdum. 

Tben, too, the wretched sccommodations along 
the road are eliough to a pai au oui the stout- 
est adventurer. Sour vive, viacs bread, and 
dried fish are ihe chief articles oi diet iu uutie- 
quenteo districts. Ibe t.red and bungry tiavel- 
er, diemvuunting fiom bis horte after a long 
day's ride, is occasionally regaied by the smell 
of a savory stew im preparation for the 
evening meal, but 80 luxurious a feast must by 
no means be counted upvn, Ata hospital farm- 
house of the medium class where Mr. Latuuche 
one evening found entertaument, there was 
read befure him an uncommonly sum)tacus 
bil, of fare. Ihe meal aud the retectury are 
thus des ribed: 

Looking round the room we entered, I saw much 
that I epould have seen iu a farmer“ ut ben at home: 
the ola single-barreled gun siung ov the wall, the En- 
gliah wiiiow-vattern plates ranged on the selves, tue 
weu-polished, high-backed ch irs, the sides of bacon 
banging from the rafters.

A 
bed, of which it is enouga to say that the experi- 
eoced traveler will iustantly thiow ali ite cover- 
ings to the further end cf the room, and reclive 
upon it involved in his onn cloak, plaics, or 
rugs.” Elsewhere the writer adds: [dere is 
that—or, mcre correctly, there are those—about 
Poriuguese beds and beu-rooms whi h make the 
pros, ect of a uight spent al. fresco not altogether 
Gisagreeable.” 

An ofticial residence in Portugal bad xiveo Mr. 
Latouche an op! ortunity of scqui:ing the lan- 
guage, and & geuume m erest in the people in- 
duced bm to eudure the I rivatioos of tiave! 
among them witb patience and good uumur. He 
avoided the beaien tracks of the incur.ous itiu- 
erant, and the promineut | laces alr fam |. 
iar by description, preferr ng to pursue Byll- 
tury way through wild and lonely regions lead- 
ipa to c cludea hamlet aod towns. Iu this war 
he learued the resources of the Kingdom, and 


gained a cru idea of tue genius of its ivbabi- | 


tena, 

Portugal is essentially an agricultural coun- 
try, sud Ke entire area is under culivaction. Io 
the wosthern persion, which is by far the more 
populcus, fertile, aod picturesyue, tbe 
laud is divided among peasan~propiictors, 
er, more exactly, tenasts.—who hold 
ther estutes from generation to generation. As 
a result of tas system of tevaacy, every acre of 
ground is tiled, aud the yeomanpry are & ta il.y 
aud independent class. In some of the South 
era Provinces large es ates remaip in the bands 
of rich absentee landio:as, and the pant; 
are coi sejuectly impoversbed aud oppressed. 
Tue ohe tons of farmng are ucted iu 
primt.ve style, the im loments being fur tre 
most part idevtical in st uctare with used 
by the Romans in the ume of Horace and Col- 
umella. In the midland districts. extensive 
jand-owners are introducing the methods and 
the mactiinery used iu scientific agriculture, bat. 
for the rest, the soil of Portugal is very inem- 
cienily culuvated. ‘ Maize cattle are the 
ch ef produ te of the fa:ms on tue bigolands, 
Abe rice is cultivated on the lowlends, and the 
vine and tbe olive yield rich barvests in toe 


The fi: est manners are characteristic of the 
very highest and the very humblest grades of 
society, the m.ddle classes being too ceremo- 
uious to be truly poliie. The punctilious coar- 
tesy that marks che Portugucse is a vestige of 
the influence of the chiva ru Moor who once 
bad sway over 2 fair portion of the country. 
The upper circles of Lisbon and Oporto equal in 
inte.hyence, culture, and rednement those of 
the most poLabed cities of Europe. 

The dress of the women varies slightly in the 
diffe eut proviuces, but generally it consists of 
an ample serge petticoat descending to the 
ankle, a black or bright o. lored close-iitting bod- 
ice over a white linen shirt, and a gay red, orange, 
ox biue bapdkercmef crussed oo the breast. 
On boliday occasions the women are lavishly 
adorned with jewelry of ancient Moo ish design. 
Heavy peck laces of elaborate pattern, from wh ch 
depend huge gold lockets, hang in manif.1i 
ci:cles around the neck, while massive pendents 
sving ia tbe ears. iti said that many a pea-- 
ant % man Wears Oo sainis' days aod festivals 
ornaments worth from $100 to 500. Straoge to 
sav, the men have beep more ready tua the 
women to depart from the national costumes and 
‘adopt foreizo fashions. In remote parts they 
sill wear the dress of their ancestors. but in 
many places wideawake ba 8, trousers, aud 
short jackets bave ouswardly transformed them 
ipto cosmo o itans. 

The | ortuguese have been called the 
feacured race in Europe, but Mr. Latouche finds 
much to admire in the vigorous frames, spright- 
ly faces, and graceful bea ing of he twhabitants 
of the Norther» provinces. The women have 
rich olive cumplexions, fine eyes, black bair 
growiug low on ihe furebead, wuite tee h., an 
upright cari iage, and afirm, g:acefual wa RK. Al- 
together a very high type of buman being, 
mo e lise the peasant women of Aloano, whence 
the Roman artists get their bes: models, than 
those of avy Other country I kaow;: and, like 
them, it is »o.eworti : that tha mer, tho.gh 
fa.riy good lookiag, are not, either in features, 
iv form, or im stature, proportouate to the 
w: eo.” 

In whe vicinity of Braganza, the ivhabitacta 
have a decided Jewish type of face. Indeed 
toere iss stroog admisztare of Hebrew blood in 
the Portuguese race, and many of the nobles: 
families n their pb my their Jewish 
Loeage. Lathe Province of Pera. which is an 
elevated land dist.ict, sheep-tending is the 
priocipa! occupation of the iubabitants, who are 
a large, robus*’, rough, and savage-lookipg deo- 
ple. Ibeir oniy garment is a hovded gaberdine 
of brown cloth, aud men and women wear cov- 
ering neither on their beads nor their legs. 
Their unkempt uair and scauty dress give them 


peaceabiv dispused. y make the best sol- 
diers chat a e eulisted iu the army of Portugal. 
lhe inhabitants of the Soatbern provinces are 
much iaferior to those of the No:th, having sal- 
low completions, cadav faves, ili-kait 
frames, and slovevly habits. \ 

There isa muingiog of nalities in the 
moderu Portuguese. The Celts, Iberiaus, Gotha, 
Romans, Saracens, an Jews contribaced to the 
varying elemenis united in the p t popula- 
tion. On the seaboard, ae at 0 
traces of their Or.en‘a! ancestry are 
ceptible in the physique, the costu 
habits of che common people. In the bill towns 
and the Northern provinc.s the type ot 
and charac er indicate a more di 
from Nocthern races, while the slim f 
aod Mobrisu features of the inhabitants of 
gorve and Alwetejo show a more plentiful 
fusion of Sa sen blood. \ 

Tue religion of the people is Catholic, and 
their schools are under the control of priests, 
who take care that more theological thao -ecular 
know edge suall oe imparted to the children. 
Superetition 1s rife among the lower clas es, 
and beher in marvela and witchcraft is cher- 
i hed to the comp ete stultiflcation of sense and 
reason.

PORTUGUESE JEWELS. 

The Portuguese poseess a large amount of 
wealth in gems, which were procured from India 
during the prosperous era of their commerce 
with that country, and, since the beginning of 
the eighteenth century, from the mies 
of Brazil. It is ead that the display 
of diamonds on dress occasions in Lisbon 
and Oporto will far exceed in magnificence 
any similar exhibition in London or Paris. 
Ihe crown jewe's of Portugal are remarkably 
fine, aud among them is tbe Bragauza diamond, 
whieb is the size of a hen's egg, and weighs 
1,680 carats, or 14 ounces. It was found in the 
Caethe Miaim mine in Brazil, in 1741, and was 
frequently worn by King Joho VI. It is 
suspected that this stone is only a colorless 
topaz; but if it be a gcnuine diamond it is 
the largest in the world. It is badly cut, having 
bat few facets, and were it brought to tbe true 
farm of a brilliant its weight would be reduced 
10 900 or 1,000 carats.

PORTUGUEE FE ASA NT-WOMEN. 

A scrap of mtelligence comes fiom Portugal 
that has some va ue in its bearing upon the oou- 
troversy over the relative strength and endur- 
ance of men and women, Io tue rural districts 
of. thia Kingdom the women work in the fields 
from early childbood, sharing to the full the 
tol and fare of the men. Yet a more bealthz. 


comely, and coutented race of women is not met 


with ibe wide world over. No yale. thin, ctre- 
worn matrons or maids are found among them, 
but. al post without exception, they are Vizorous 
iu frame, strong and lithe iy step, and cheerful 
and winvirg in countenance. Sometbiog oi this 
is to be ascribed to tue feeling of recur.ty and 
inde endence tha: comes from a sure tenure of 
their bomes, whoch, though rented, are reta ned 
for geuera ious on comfortable tems. Some- 
thing is owing, too, toa gevial elimate and to 
the comparative ease with which the necessities 
of life can be pro-ided. Yet the fact teads to 
show that with identical habits of living, the 
physical powers of men aod women should Le 
equal. 
THATCHED WATERP?COFS. 

The inhabitants of the Province of Minho 
wear out of doors in set weather a waterproof 
cloak made of rushes. It bas the recommenda- 
tion of being very light. and cool,and cheap,— 
costing les thao a shilling,—aod a perfeet pro- 
tection from the raio. A laborer sbeitered uu- 
der ite screen can work in the fields all day in 
dry clothing while tropical torrents are aeecend- 
ing about him; or the trave.er enveloped iu its 
fo'ds may ride op bis pony in the raiviest weath.

FIUNNY FISHES. 

One of the quaintest of the w nderfully quaint 
creatures belonging to the animal world is the 
little Sea-Horse ( Hippocampus) which dwells in 
the oceans that la» the shores of America. 
Europe. and Southern Asia. It bas a bead like 
that of a horse, a bill like a humming-bira’s, eyes 
like a chame'eon’s, bony ses es like a gar-fish’s, 
a pouch ke a kawgaroo’s, and @ tail like a mon- 
key n. It w only 4 or 5 inches long, a cunaing 


| size, and no more interesting pet ean be secured 


for asait-water aquarium. The body is short 
and compressed, measuring about one-fourth the 
whole length of the animal, and terminates in a 
long, taperiug, four-sided tail. The general tiut 
is ashy gray, but the scales have a metallio lustre, 
and in the movements of the creature produce a 
charming play of color. They are also tipped on 
the angles of the body with spiaous projeetious. 

The brie ht eyes of the Sea- Horse, with yellow 
irids bordered by a line of blue, seem to move 
independently of each other, allowing the lively 
little creature to gaze in two directions at once. 
As it ewims it holds itself partially erect, and, 
with ite neck arched and head ‘bent slightly for- 
ed. it looks like a miniature courser prancing in 
the water, which it has chosen fora sporting 
ground in preference to the land. But the tiny 
creature’ soon tires of action, and, whipping ite 
tail around the first object in ite way that pre- 
sents a suitab’e projection, it steadies itself by 
&sirong grasp, aud in an upright attitude re- 
covers from its fatigue. 

But the stronge-t peculiarity of the Sea-Horse 
is the m dein ebich it rears its young. And in 
this matter our interest. oddly again, centres in 
the male instead of the female, for the former 
aimost literally sustains tne. doabie re'arion cf 
father and mother to his tender offepring. With 
the exclusion of the ova, the office of the female 
iu the perpetuation of the species is concluded. 
We believe it bas pot been d.scovered br natural- 
wuts how the transfer is effected ; but. as soon as 
the act of sbawuing has been performea oy the 
fem@le, the exes are received into a sac or 
pouch situated on the lower part of the abdo- 
men of the male. This esac is Stored with fat 
on which the embryo subsist after they bave 
consumed the food provided for them in the egg 
itself. Waen the fuliy-developed fry are ex. 


pelled from be sse, ite wells are found to be

tom of the sea. The male appears to have no 
furiber solicitude for its young after they bave 
been ejected fr.m its pouch, yet, contrary to the 
Babit of most fish, it abstams from ea'ing the 
small fry, though sorely pressed by hunger. 

The male pipe Giga, a gear relative of the Sea- 
horse. carries the spawn in a pouch various'y 
situa'ed, and it is believed that after the voung 
are ba ched they return to the pouch on the ap- 
pearance of danger. until they have grown large 
evough to sift for themselves. 


ITERRAPING. 

The terrapios are more numerous than any 
other brauch of the turtle family. and are classed 
under the name Emydride. lo the United 
States there are in all about twenty species, but 
the dame te rapin is popularly applied to those 
only that are used for food. Of these the PFlori- 
da terrapin (Ftychemis concinna) is tbe largest, 
attaiiing a lengih of 15 inches and a width 
of 10. Its shell ie a dueky brown, banded with 
yellow lines. It is found io the rivers and lakes 
throughout the Soutaern States, and is espec.al- 
ly common io Eastern Florida. The flesh is con- 
sidered a great dainty. 

The Mobile terrapin (Pfychemis Mobdiliensis) 
measures 15 inches in lengtn and 91 in width, aud 
closely resembles the species already described in 
color and flavor, It inbabite the Gulf States, and 
is particularly abundant about Mobile. 

The reticulated turtie, or chicken turtle ( Dei- 

ochelys reticulata), gro«s to be about 9 incnes 
sy 556 inches wide. It bas a very long neck,

THE TARTARIAN LAVB., 

For many years there has existed a tradition 
that on the step es of [artary there grew a vex- 
etable more curious in its strucsare aod haoits 
than even the iteectivo ous plants of latter-day 
notoriety. It was su po ed to spring Lom the 
ground after the manner of a vegetables bat on 
developing, a distinctly for ned lamb, bav.ng 
feet, head, tail, aud. farthermore, eyes and ears 
of perfect shape, would appear s ringing upon a 
etaik 3 feet long, the point of attachment being 
in the centre of the creature's abdomen.

Ibis fabulous story bas found a rational ex- 
planation throuph the researches of bocanists. 
Ine piant e « fern, ea led in the Tatar lau- 
guage Baromelz, which cignities a red dog. avd 
zu the language of scieuce, Cibolium barome . 
or C. g.aucescens. Ine rbizome or root-atock is 
covered with fine, flosey down, that might eaxily 
pass for wool, and, when depuded of tue leaves 
or tronds, bears a remote resemulance 
in shave to s lamb. It is pusbed 
out of the ground by the routs growing beneath 
it, and rests m a bho:igontal position, with tne 
underiving roots ioO.wDg not unlike lege sustain- 
ing it. Woen other vegels ion dies at the setting 
iu of the dry season it likewise peiisbes from 
lack of moisture. Tbe plant bas been introduced 
into Euglish conservato: ies and is prized for the 
decoration of aparimerts, tut it is remarsed 
that under cultivation manv years are required 
to develop the lamb in perfection. 

In a correspondence in Land and Mater with 
reference to this singular veg table, several allu- 
sions to it dee quoted from od authors. A de- 
scription of it occurs in Darwin's ' Loves of the 
Pian,” Dr. de la Croix's ** Connubia Fiornm,” 
aud in varivus sermons and poems by French 
write:s. We quote Darwin’s pretty lines: 

Crad.ed in snow, and fanned by Arctic air, 

Shines, gentle Barometz, thy goiden hair. 

Rooted in earth euch cloven boot descen 

And round and round ner fleaile neck she 

Crops the gray coral moss and hoary thyme, 

Or iape, with rosy tongue, the melting rime. 

Eyes with mute tenderness her distant 

Or seems to bleat— vegetable lamb. 

The down of the Barometz is said to be an ex- 
cellent styptic. Ie is much used for s.anching 
blood by tue Chinese ani by surgeons who, in 
ite naive covairy, have become acquainted with 
its qualities. 


MUSIGAL MICE. 
Mr. Frank Buckland adds a few notes to our 
information concerving that interesting little ro- 
dent, the singing mouse. A caged specimen 
was presented to him, whieh at first was too 
frightened to sing, but, overcoming ite alarm, it 
suddenly put its little paws against the bars of 
ite prison, and poured out a very flood 
of melody. Of the wonderful musical 
gift of this mouse Mr. Buckland say: 
“The song is a little sharp note, ut- 
tered continnally. Translated into words, the 
song vas something like this, “ Twit a witter, 
twit a witter.” Sometimes the mouse would sing 
doice piano and then forte. The little beast ap- 
peared to me to have two octaves i. e., it could 
sing its song in a low key and in a high «ev, and 
change qnickly from one to the other. During 
the peiformance the chest was palpitating 
violently, and the little cleft nose moving 
about, but there seemed to be 
no fureed exertion at all. Toe real secret of 
these musical powers in the mouse is not, I be- 
heve, known. Dr, Crisp, of Chelsea, informed 
me that be ‘bought the singing was caused by 
the presence of a parasite in the hver. I bave a 
specimey, in spirits. of a singing mouse, in which 
this parasite is certainly plainly visible. but I am 
not at all sure that other mice also, who are not 
musical, have not thie parasite. The song is a 
genuine song—as good and as musical as that of 
a lark on a fue summer morning.”

* ABRANGEMENTS FOR THE TREATY 
for the Black Hills, a party of about eighty-five 
Indiaus, made up from the Ogaiailas, 
Brules, Cheyennes, and Arapahoes, under 
the command of an Ogalalia Opief, Young- 
Mao-Afrad-of-His-Horses, was sent north to 
the Powder and Tongue Rivers country, to on- 
deavor to bring in the wild Sioux. For this ser- 
vice each mao was promised @ horse by the Sub- 
Commission. The contact was ordered by Com- 
missioner Smith to ne let through J. W. Daniels, 
a Special Agent in charge of matiers of that kind 
foc the Treaty Commission. As an item showing 
the complete connections the Ring has, I have 
ouly to say that one Ward, a coutractor, of 
the firm of Ward & Mason, arrived at Red 
Cioud the same day the courier brought 
the telegram orderfrom the Commissioner to 
Chairman Alison. Tae dispatch came to Fort 
Laramie by telegraph, and the query is, How 
did the firm that had been doing ali the horse 
contracting for this section learn of the order at 
least four days before its delivery here? They 
must have gotita few hours after its issue in 
order to bring Wood bere ia the time he arrived.

Daniels let the contract to Ward 4 Mason, of 
Caoeyenve, and J. W. Divo, a trader at this 
Agency. The price was set at $121, delivered 
here, the coutract ca ing for young American 
borses bought east of the Missouri River, to be 
not under 3 rover 6 years old, and soand io 
every respect.

The la- 
dians said that such a thing bad never 
b_ev dupe for them beiere ; that theyaiwavs had 
to take rate fur wooi hoses, aud that taeir 
hearts were very glad tha: a batter time was io 
store for them. hiee hours afterward the 
Commission rooms were crowded with chiefs 
and head soldiers, demanding tbat the whole jot 
of horses be accepted and issued. It was sus- 
, eoted at once that

INDIANS, 

and Col. Beauvais accused some of the chiefs 


was afteraarda fully proveo by one of the half 
breeds who had assisted in the matter. 
Ao answer was given to theeffect that the 
horses would not be accepted ＋ any cousid 
eration, save in full complatce with the con- 
tract ; and that if they meant to force things to 
an issue the Commission would * up and 
move to Camp Robinson. Tue indiana were 
told to go home and the Commission would set- 
tie this matter in their own way, and that, whea 
the horses bad bsen received iu proper mann ar. 
they would be issued. but in HO her way. Col. 
Beauvais, being greatly respected by the Iu- 
diana, met with obedience to his request, 
and the Indians departed. Meanwhile the con- 
tractors eet up a very mournful bow! about bard 
times, the sca:city of the irredeemabie, the 
time tbey wuld have to walt for their pay, aud 
so on to zu almost unlimited extent.

A MISTAKEN WITNESS. 


Fortanmate Escape of Mir. Scott, of St. 
Faul, from Suspicions of Murder. 
special Correapondence of Ne Chicaco Tribune. 
Sr. Pat., Minn, Oct. 13.—Peter W. Scott, a 

riding-master of this city, has just had a most 

un les sant experience and fortunate escape 
froma pd sition of grave peri’. On the Zub 

ult., Mr. Scott was at White Bear Station, 12 

miles from this city, accompanied bys laborer 

from Weet St. Paul, whom he had engaged for 
bay-cutting. The two called at the shop of 

Thomas Milner, butcher, where Mr. Scott pur- 

chased some meat for use in the baying camp. 

The butcher knew that one of the two 

was Mr. Scott. When the remains of Mr. Hub- 

bard, of Springfield, III., were found near the 
sta ion. last Sunday, Mr. Milner remembered the 
two being in his shop ; but he remembered the 
fact as occurring weeks before it did, aud also 
imagined that the laborer was just such a deli- 
cate-aDpearing, veatiy-dressed person as the de- 
ceased, Mr. Hubbard. seems to have been. He 
bad probably noted Mr. Scott's appearance, ‘and. 
in his confused memory, held him to be the hir- 
ed man inetead of the employer; for the descrip- 
tion be gave in his evidence, Monday. applied 
closely to Mr. Scott,—answermg 4180 for a 
general description of the deceased. The sus 
picioos thus thrown on Mr. Scott distracted at- 
tention from contrary facts. The pariies con- 
ducting the investigation a pear to have at once 
adopted the theory that the stranger nad 

Leen murdered ; that he was the person who was 

im the butcner-shup with Scott; and that th 

latter was the murderer. Some of them desireo

When 
confronied with Crowley, however, bis mind 
cleared partially. He recogmzed Crowley, aud 
ackoowledged he was the man who was with 
Seott, and that the two were the very men he 
bad testified about. But he was still confused 
about the ciotnes, and persisted in recollecting 
Crowley as being dressed in the fine clotnes 
which Scott really wore. Even this mistake was, 
bowever, corrected b overwheiming evidence. 
Separate examinations of other witoesses con- 
firmed the evidence of Scott and Crowley in 
every particular, but these witnesses, the 
3 and Milner, acanowledgs it wou d 

ave gone bard with poor Scos: if he had not so 
fortunately found Crowley, whose marked fea- 
tures and appearance, by reviving the reco!lec- 
tions of others who saw the two together on the 
28th of Se; tember, assisted as much as did bis 
evidence in clearing Scott from ali saspicion. If 
he had vot found Crowley, Scott’s owu genera/ 
resembiance to Hubbard would have resulted in 
his arrest for murder, and possibly in bis convic- 
tion: for the evidence against him was growiog 
fast on the basis af the butcher’s mistake. The 
impression Was so” strong, that the jury and all 
the White-Bear neighborhood still hold that 

Mr. Hubbard was murdered, though all the 

known circumstances rea ly indicate suicide.

Cao, Oct. 13.—Ha ring taken no part in the 
discussion of this question in your columns, al- 
low me to give your readers a few thoughts sug- 
gested by Mr. Collyer’s lecture before the Sun- 
day Lecture Society on Sunday last. He said 
many fine things on that occasion, but it seems 
to me that he left some important points entire- 
ly untouched. He must not think, good, easy 
soul, that, because he blundered into matri- 
movial biiss, all people can have the same good 
fortune. A glance at the condition of married 
people generally will satiefy any thinking 
person, or one at all conversant with human na- 
ture, that vine-tenths of them are mismated. 
Will Mr. Collyer, üving in the last half of the 
nipeteenth century, and arguing as he does from 
the standpoint of an almost effete civilization, 
atrike bands with the tyrannical law of the dead 
past, and tell us that, no matter how great a 
mistake people make in the choice of à partner, 
they must writhe and smart under it while life 
laste, be their existence never 60 miser- 
able? If so, I beg to differ with him. In 
my opinion, it is a duty which they owe to them- 
selves and to the world to correct that 


mistake at the earliest possible moment. 


lf they do not, but resolve to suffer on 
through life, many of them will beget children

TRYING TO ORGANIZE. 
PHIL CONLEY SPEAKS. 

The first gentleman who gave forth a sound 
from the piatform was Philip Conley, Chairman 


of the Opposition Central Committee, who 


endeayored to be beard above the din 
tongues, and to 
state the object, of the Convention. He was 
heard to counsel those before him to stand by 
the party, and to the score of candidates before 
him he drepped the admonition not to bolt the 
nominations if they were not successful in the 
Trace. . 

BOUNTREE. 

As soon as he took his seat Robert Kinney 
jumped up from beside Rountree and nominated 
him for President of the Convention. His mo- 
tion was received with shouts of disapprobation, 
but considering that he had brought bis gavel in 
his pocket, and was otherwise cocked and primed 
ae occasion, the motion was declared to pre- 
vail. 

Rountree, swelled with pride, and surprised at 
such an unexpected recognition, was in a me 
metit upon the platform and addressing the Con- 
vention. He thanked them for the honor con- 
ferred unon him. They had assembled to dis- 
charge a responsible and solemn duty, and it was 
necessary that their deliberations should be char- 
acterized with due dignity. He urged them to 
proceed with proper order and decorum, and 
to assist his efforts in that direction. 
This city was cosmopolitan in its composition, 
and the Opposition party comprised al! national- 
ities. It therefore devi lved upon them to elect 
men who would fitly represent the great Oppo- 
sition party. 

J. J. MeGrath nominated Egbert Jamieson as 
Secretary, and, on discovering that his duties 
would be oppressive, Mr. McGrath was added as 


Assistant Secretary. 


COMMITTEE ON CREDENTIALS. 

County Treasurer Miller then arose for the 
first time to fulfill his share of the work of or- 
gatizsdtion, and mdved that a Committee of five, 
thrée from the city and two from the country, be 
appointed on Credentials. 

J. M. Armstrong offered an amendment that 
the Committee on Credentials be composed of 
one delegate from each ward and town. 

The amendment was put and lost, and so was 
the original motion, but the Chair, understanding 
what he had been appointed for, refresbed his 
memory from a piece of paper he held in his 
hand, and appointed the following Committee: 
H. B. Miller, R. E. Goodell, E. Hoechster, Gott- 
lieb Kein, aud E. Leidert. 

J. M. Armstrong appealed from the decision 
of the Chair. 

©. S. Cameron spoke in favor of the Chair, 
which seemed to enthuse that dignitary, who 
seid he had heard a motion to table the appeal, 
which he put and declared to prevail. 

FORMAL MOTIONS. 

R. E. Goodell moved that each delegation 
should report to the Committee on Credentials 
through their Chairman, aud Ald. Hildreth made 
the further motion that each delegation be em- 
powered to fill all vacancies. Both motions 
were carried, and the Committee retired to a 
room in the rear of the piatform. 

THE COMMITTEE BESIEGED. 
There they were at once besieged by a furious 


mob of partisans, who abused them by name and 


title, and demanded that certain delegations 


should be admitted, and certain others rejected. 


The crowd pressed in and made it very fresh for 
Miller, the Chairman, who was forced up into a 
window seat for safety, while the other 
members mounted chairs, and protected 
their lives as best they could. At last 
the din, tumult, and crowd grew so ter- 
rible that a posse of police was ordered iu, and 
by dint of vigorous threats from Miller they 
were spurred up to the point of ejecting all but 
a favored few, when business went on.

KILLING THE TIME. 
CLEARING THE HALL. 

At this juncture, despite the almost contin- 
nous use of the gavel by the Chair, the Conven- 
tion was in the greatest conrusion and disorder ; 
in fact so much so that the police force present 
was called upon to separate the spectators from 
the delegates, and escort the former to the gal- 
lery, that candidates and delegates might enjoy 
the freedom of the floor uninterrupted. 

Mr. Cameron threw in the suggestion that the 
policemen be empowered to remove everybody 
except delegates and office-seekers, and the 
Chair, in his wisdom, thereupon issued his edict 
that the delegates shouid be seated to distin- 
guish, them from the rest of the mab. 

SPEECHES WANTED. 

As soon as comparative order had been re- 
stored, and the sheep bad been separated from 
the wolves, several of those known to be candi- 
dates were called upon for speeches to fill in the 
time. Messrs. Foley. Finerty, and Mufloy each 
responded by stepping upon the platform and 
bowing a recognition of their obligations to the 
Convention. 

THE COMMITTEE ON CREDENTIAS 
in the meantime was having a warm time of it. 
Although no one but delegates were supposed to 
be admitted to their room, when the door would 
open to let one in or out, a row of well-known 
local politicians could be seen resting inst 
the wall, and acting the part of judges or jurors 
in the important trial. At times war was im- 
minent in the quarreis between the delegates 
and the Committee, and a little scene upon 
the outside at one time occasioned sume ex- 
citement. It was due to thé demonstrations 
of a recalcitrant delegate who had been forcibly 
ejected from the star-chamber. ‘* Be jabers, 
said be, as he kicked the door with his stogas, 
and threatened to clear the house, “if ye 
don’t let me in, ther’ll pe trouble!” He was 
finally led to his seat in the Amen-corner by a 
biue-coat, and a few words of sympatby served to 
niet bis nerves and restore him to his reason. 
be “Jommittee was absent over an hour, and 
the impatience of the Convention, manifested by 
a general boisterousness, was only equaied by 
the strife of its private deliberatious. 
MOST OF THE DISAGREEMENTS 
grew out of an overzealous interest of the Com- 
mittee in the matter of doing what it could in 
securing the nomination of a certain person for 
Clerk of the Superior Court, the office about 
which most of the contention arose. The effort 
of a week ago to secure beyond the possibility 
of doubt a certain support having failed, the 
u was to barter the office in question to that 
terest, and every effort was bent in that direc- 


tion.

JUDICIAL OFFICES. 
OLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT. 

The Chair declared the next order of business 
to be to select a nominee for Clerk of the 
Superior Court.

THE REPUBLICANS SAZISPIED. 

It may be stated on the best of authority that 
the Republicans are much elated at the action of 
the Opposition in nominating the ticket Which 
they did yesterday, and great good feeling 
was manifested everywhere last evening among 
those who took an inte in tho success of hoa- 
esty and good gove t. The cause of the 
general feeling of exultation was the indabitable 
fact that Mr. Hesing, by his wavs, has alienated 
a large number of usefal members of the party. 
This was particularly noticeable in the 
ease of the gamblers ring run by 
Corcoran and Mike McDonald.

THE FOLLOWING TERMS: 

Corcoran was to carry the Twentieth Ward 
primaries for Hesing, and to receive in return 
the nomination of Circuit Court Clerk for his 
friend Foley, in whom he is understood to have 
a strong financial interest. Well, it is needless 
to say that Hesing did not carry out his promise, 
and calmly let his German friends from the 
country vote for Finerty, by which the latter was 
nominated. This cannot be said to be very 
soothing to Corcoran and his gang. 

Then again Hesing’s friends entered into a 
compact with McDonald, in which they prom- 
ised his support to McDonald's friend Appleton, 
in consideration of the bunko man’s influence in 
the First aod Second Wards. The influence was 
delivered, but the promise was repudiated, and 
Appleton killed as dead as Juhus Ik he 
thought to placate McDonald by those means, 
he may find himself mistaken. The point 
over which the Republicans rejoice is 
that these two worthies may be disg 
with this trickery 80 far as to let the Opposition 
run their own campaign. If that party not 
receive their box-stuffing aid, it will be, of 
course, sunk deeper than a submarine diver; be- 
cause no sane man believes that its nominees 
are the choice of a majority of the honest voters 
of thiscity.

Characteristics of the Servian People. 
Letter m Londen Observer. 

As tothe people (the Servians) themselves, 
they are a tall, well-formed race, free, hardy, 
and active. They are brave, persevering, and 
hospitable, cunuing aod crafty in the pursuit of 
wealth, and fully appreciate the advantages of 
bankruptcy, with @ previous transfer of their 
property to their wives and ‘relations. This. 
however. is owiog to the state of the law on the 
subject, which bas been purposely left incomplete 
in this respect witha view todespoiling the 
common enemy, the Turk, whom they bate with: 
a most wholesome and wholesale hatred, whieh 
they introduce on every Mole occasion. For 
instance,;when the citadel and Town of Belgrade 
were evacuated bythe Turks, one of the Turk- 
ish stipulations was that the mosques aud min- 
arete should not be destroyed. This stipulation 
was observed by the Bervians; but at tae same 
time ali possible means were adopted to h 
them to fall iato decay. Houses adjoimmg, a 
thus protecting them from wind and weatber, 
were pulled gown. earth excavated close to the 
founaations and so on, till, at the present mo- 
ment, they are au crambling away, objects of 
derision for the Servian youth, who fatbfuliy 
do their small share towards acoomplishing the 
final ruin. 

But whilst their patriotism and hatred of the 
Tork are kept alive by the traditions, legenas, 
and stories of the ancient glories of the Servian 
Empire under Dushaw, mot it must also be said, 
by their animosity to their no less hated neigh- 
bors, the Hungarians, whom at one time they 
even forsook to join the Turkish alliance, tusre 
runs a strong vein of that sound common sense 
turough the Servian character that seems pecu- 
har to agricultural populations everywaee. 
They like to see their way clear before them, 
and, having oncé done so, follow it with a dog 
ged pertinacity very different from the flash-in- 
ihe pan energy of tbe Latin races. Thus they 
set about witha will on tue improvement ot 
their roads; in every village there is a well-built 
school, an inn with first, second, and third-class 
accommodation, aud a hospital destined for the 
cure of the large namber of patiéots suffering 
trom che effects of tne diseases they accuse tae 
Turse of having introduced into the couatry,— 
rather a dogmatical and problematical asseruon, 
by the way. 

Justice, apart from such vagaries as those 
above meutioned,, and without reference to 
foreigners, is fattly admivistered, aod their 
moralty—certamiy their uonesty. and freedom 
from tendency to theft aud pilfering—are per- 
baps higher than that of most agricuitural com- 
muuities. They are excessively fond of music 
aod poetry; the Prince's band at Belgrade would 
bear comparison with any otber military band; 
and they are great admirers of natural ‘beauty. 
But all their virtues are ceonriderably dashed— 
for the foreigners at least—by their overween- 
ing conceit and national vanity,ewhich fully

To bring this letter within a readable compass, I will 
say that I deem the views expressed bythe present 
Secretary of the Treasury, in his last annual report, 
uader the head of * Resumption,” substautially sound 
and statesman-like. And, forthe ciearest and abiest 
exposition I have seen of the principles iuvotved, and 
‘of the fallacies and sbsardiues of tae inflation scheme 
in all its forms, I refer to the speech of the Hon. Carl 
S burt at Cincinnati and his reply to the criticism of 
Mr. Wendell Philligs, in all of which 1 fully concur, 
and Which I shouid vainly atte mpt to equal. 

In conclusion, I ill say that this question, so vital 
to the prosperity of ee poco end tbe bonor and 
credit of the nati m, my opinion, one which 
should be treated es ae above all partisan politics, 
And, for myself, I:anaot foresee any contingency in 
which I shall not. be found cordially acting with all 
who dre in favor of an early resumption of specie- 
payments, without any attempt at inflation, and as

THE VALUE OF GOLD. 

The inflation people, from WNDELL P a1- 
tips and Br Burier down to the most dis- 
tressed and bankrupt newspaper organ, reek 
to make their theory plausible by a bold 
denial that gold is in any sense a standari or 
measure of values; and they insist that its 
value, instead of being steady and stable, 
varies from day to day, and fluctuates as cioes 
that of all other commodities. Hence they 
argue that greenbacks, being a legal-ten der, 
have of necessity a permanent legal value, 
while gold fluctuates, rising and falling be- 
cause of its abundance or scarcity, and the 
demand for it. Mr. Kir and his as- 
sociates argue that, if the law abolish the use 
of gold for payment of duties, the demand 
being reduced, the value of gold in gruen- 
backs will fall. 

The office of money is well ufiderstcod. 
All commercial transactions are, substantially, 
cases of barter,—the exchange of a given 
quantity of one commodity for another. 
Every man who has a surplus of one thing 
secks to exchange it for some other article 
which he needs more than the one he pos- 
sesses; and whether he receive the article 
he needs, or money with which to purchase 
that article elsewhere, the transaction is sub- 
stantially an exchange of commodities, the 
value of each in the other being measured by 
the value of each in money. Money being 
the go-between agent by which exchange: of 
articles are thus made, the world has by 
common consent (dating back to the earliest 
record of barter) adopted gold as that 
agent. There is no part of the world where 
gold is not received in exchange for oom- 
modities. It is the universal barter agent of 
commerce. A reason for this is, that it has 
a greater value in less bulk than other metuls; 
that it does not decay; that it is capable of 
being employed in the construction of costly 
objects for use and ornament. It can be 
transported at inmgnificant cost when com- 
pared with its value. It is the only com- 
modity for which all men of all nations are 
ready to exchange their property. Its annual 
production is not so great as to increase its 
volume to the extent of exceeding the tmi- 
versal demand for it. The demand for gold 
is the volume of commodities offered in ex- 
change for it. There have been changes in 


itemized statement of his affairs, to the end | 


of possibly every other commercial commod- 
ity, sold in Europe, for gold, at the same 
average price as when cotton soldat 10 cents 
per pound. That is, gold would buy as much 
wheat and of every other commodity, except 
cotton, as it did befone; as a measure 
of the value of the world’s products 
its agency in the exchange of all 
other commodities remained unchanged. 
Now did cotton during the years it sold at 
from 40 to 75 cents in gold per pound 
really remain at its ante-war value of 10 
cents per pound, while all the gold and other 
productions of the world so depreciated in 
value that they were unable to purchase it 
except at an increase of 400 to 700 per cent? 
Gold is not the mere measure of the value of 
a single commodity. It is the grand 
correlative of values. It represents the 
value of one commodity not merely in ex- 
change for another commodity, but relatively 
to the values of all commodities. A 
thousand or more productions are in 
the market ‘seeking exchanges. Each 
of these has a value precisely that 
of the amount of another commodity for 
which it can be exchanged; and the value of 


each is equal to the quantity of any of the 


thousand or more articles offered in exchange 
for it. Gold does not fix the value of either; it 
does not rise or fall. When wheat is offered 
for leather, the relative values of the two arti- 
cles are fixed by the traders at.that amount of 
gold which will purchase a given quantity of 
leather, or wool, or glass, or silk, or other 
commodity for which the wheat may be ex- 
changed. Gold represents the value of each 
in their relative or exchangeable value to 
the whole; it is the yard-stick or the 
pound-weight. Commodities may be ex- 
changeable one day, pound for pound, 
and the next day two pounds of one for one 
pound of the other, but the weight of the 
pound remains unchanged. Wheat may be 
exchangeable to-day in the proportion of six 
tons of wheat for one ton of cotton, and next 
week the six tons of wheat may be exchanged 
for one ton of cotton. Gold but measures 
the relative value of the two articles, and the 
relative value of each to all other commodi- 
ties. Its own value remains unchanged ; it 
is the correlative, who, holding the same re- 
lation to all commodities, represents their 
values in one another, furnishing a common 
measure by which those values may be com- 
pared. 


LOOK OUT FOR THE BALLOT-BOXES. 

The Opposition party has laid its plans 
carefully, deliberately, and publicly to stuff 
the ballot-boxes in the election, and, unless 
the Republicans are on the alert, they will be 
overwhelmingly defeated in every part of the 
city and county. At the last meeting of the 
County Commissioners, the Republican Cen- 
tral Committee presented its list of election 
judges according to custom, the Election 
Committee having agreed to appoint one Re- 
publican judge in each voting precinct, to be 
selected by the Republicans, This fair and 
just proposition was not only ignored, but it 
was contemptuously thrust aside by the 
Board, which located inspectors as it pleased, 
placing a handful of Republicans in wards 
which are strongly Republican, while in the 
strong Democratic wards and in those pre- 
sumed to be Opposition there are 
only Democratic inspectors, thus leav- 
ing the way open for the most 
unlimited ballot-box stuffing, in which 
the Opposition will be still further aided by 
the absence of a registry. It is not to be ex- 
pected that the County Board will make any 
redress on its own motion, or that mere talk- 
ing will lead it to relinquish its grasp upon 
the ballot-boxes and have an honest election 
that will express the decision of the people of 
this county. The Opposition party is deter- 
mined to use every effort, honest or dishonest, 
which will enable it to get the County Treas- 
ury into its corrupt clutches. It becomes the

stood still! At the same time the price of

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The Supreme Court has passed upon the 
cross-errors assigned by counsel for the peo- 
ple in the city charter case, but bas not 
thought proper to change in the least the de- 
cision it has already rendered. Among the

places, nor were any numbers placed upon 
the ballots so cast at such polling-places.” 

The Court sustained the demurrer on the 
ground that it did not aver that the mat- 
ters alleged affected the actual result. It 
maintained, in other words, that the failure 
to keep poll - lists at an election, together with 
all that this implies, will not vitiate an elec- 
tion, unless it be affirmatively shown that the 
result was affected by the irregularity. 

This is carrying the doctrine of certain 
election precedents to an extent warranted, 
we believe, neither by sound policy nor 
sound sense. Let us see what the principle 
here enunciated means. 

Our statutes contain ‘‘an act for the 
registry of electors, and to prevent fraudu- 
lent voting,” providing for the registration 
of the names of all the legal voters of the 
State, in and for the making of poll-lists. 
By the Election law of the State it is made 
the duty of the County Clerk to provide 
poll-books for every precinct and district in 
his county, to be delivered to the judges of 
election at least ten days before any election 
is held. It is further provided that each 
clerk of election shall keep a poll-list, which 
shall contain a column headed Number,“ 
and another headed Names of voters”; 
and that “‘ the name of each elector voting 
shall be entered upon each of the poll-books 
by the clerks, in regular succession, under 
the proper héadings, and the number of such 
voter placed opposite his name in the column 
headed Number.“ ‘The statutes go so far 
even as to prescribe the manner of receiving 
and depositing the ballots. If the judges 
of election are satisfied that the person 
offering the vote is a legal voter, they are re- 
quired to enter the name of the voter and his 
namber under the proper heading in the poll- 
books, and to indorse on the back of the 
ticket offered the number corresponding with 
the number of the voter on the poll-books. 
When the polls are closed, the judges are re- 
quired to count the whole number of ballots 
in the box, and if the number of ballots ex- 
ceeds the number of names on the poll-list 
to destroy as many as are in excess of the 
names. When the ballots and poll-lists agree, 
the votes are to be counted. Before a name 
of a person can go on the registry or poll-list 
he must have resided in the State one year, 
ninety daysin the county, thirty days in his 
precinct, and must be a male citizen of the 
United States above the age of 21 y 

From the above summary of the Hlinois 
statutes governing elections it will be seen 
that the Legislature has taken every precau- 
tion to insure the free and honest expression 
of the popular will. Now, every one of these 
provisions was defiantly ignored at the elec- 
tion in April last. The Supreme Court holds 
that to disregard them is a matter of no con- 
sequence unless it be positively shown that 
such disregard has changed the actual result 
of the election, forgetful that where there 
are no poll-lists it is morally impossible to 
obtain any evidence whatever to fix who 
voted and who did not, or to ascertain whether 
the ballots cast were cast by those entitled to 
vote at all, and therefore whether the result 
was affected or not. The object of the poll- 
list is to insure the exclusion of illegal 


different in Illinois, Only those whose 
names are on the registry are entitled to vote, 
and where there are no names on it, or no 
, there can be no legal voting. The 
statute provides that the number of votes 
shall be compared with the number of names 
on the poll-lists before they can be counted, 
How can they be counted at all where 
there are no poll-lists? And if a number of 
ballots equal to the number in excess over 
the number of names on the poll-lists must 
be destroyed, should not all the ballots cast 
be destroyed when there are no names on the 
? Not a single vote should have 
been received in any of the wards where there 
were no poll-lists. We have been unable to 
find a case reported in which the vote of a 
precinct in which no poll-list was kept has 
ever been held valid. 1 

The negligence and fraud of the conduct- 
ors of the April election were so patent, no- 
torious, and gross, that we regret our 
Supreme Court, in seeking for prece- 
dents to guide it in the decision 
of the quo warranto case, did fol- 
low the opinion of the Court in Tompson 
vs. EW] Wo, 1 Brewsreg, 67, that where 
fraud has been shown and the irregularities 
have been so gross as to forbid a reliance 
upon anything done, proof will be required 
from those who insist upon the poll.“ 

The negligence and fraud of the judges of 
election last April were as gross as they could 
possibly be, gross enough to raise a presump- 
tion that they did change the result of the elec- 
tion and to shift the burden of proof to the 
other side to show that they did not. Every 
vote cast in the First, Second, Seventh, 
Eighth, Ninth, Eleventh, Eighteenth, and 
Twentieth Wards was cast under color of il- 
legality. It was cast in violation of the ex- 
press provisions of the statute, and the pre- 
sumption should therefore be that it was ille- 
gal until proved otherwise. 

‘We sincerely regret the decision of the 
Supreme Court. Henceforth it is possible in 
this State to disregard with impunity every 
provision regulating the conduct of elections. 
It is no longer necessary to the validity of an 
election that poll-lists even should be kept. 
Poll-lists are the only check we have hitherto 
had on fraudulent voting; the only evidence 
of the legal votes cast; the only, or at least 
the most efficient, means of ferreting out re. 
peaters, ballot-box stuffers, and unauthorized 
voters ; the only reliable evidence to show by 
whom the ballots were cast; the only efficient 
instrument to help us to ascertain whether 
fraud or negligence has changed the actual 
result of the election. The Court has taken 
from us the possibility of tracing fraud and 
illegality in the exercise of the right of snf- 
frage, and yet tells us that every election 
shall stand, no matter what the irregularities 
in its conduct, unless the fraud and illegality 
are so fully traced and established as to show 
that, but for them, the result would have 
been different ! 


THE WOES OF HERZEGOVINA. 

The full text of the pronunciamento issued 
to the European envoys by the Herzegovin- 
ian Chiefs contains an eloquent statement of 
the grievances which led them to revolt 
against their Turkish oppressors. It is brief 
and concise, but fall of dignity and energy, 
and forms an indictment against the cruelty,in- 
justice, and oppression of their Turkish tyrants 
which will command for them the sympathy 
of the whole civilized world, and the decision 
that they are right in taking up arms to free 
themselves from their miseries. The cata- 
logue of these miseries is a fearful one. Under 
pain of being scourged and sent to prison, 
every cultivator of the ground must give half 
his produce to the Aga, or official who al- 
lows him to cultivate, and four timesa year 
he must entertain the Aga, his followers, and 
horses. The owner of a farm in Herzegovina 
has an agreement with the State officials by 
which he exacts ten times the amount of rent 
fixed by the law. The Turkish cen- 
sus enumerators let free their own co-re- 
ligionists, but treble the amount of imposts 
upon Christians, thus making them pay not 
only their own but also the Turkish share 
of taxes. In litigation, a Christian proceed- 
ing against a Turk must have two Turkish 
witnesses, ahd if he loses his case he is 
thrown into prison. The wives and daughters 
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carrying Ohio,—ready

power. And so it came to pass that during 
this grapple between honesty and dishonesty

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
New Omas, La., Oct. 15,—The assassina- 
tion of the Hon. John Gair, while in the hands 
ofa Sheriff's posse by a body of seventy armed 
and masked men in the Parish of East Feliciava, 
has produced a profound sensation here. Gair 
had always enjoyed an excellent character for 


' honesty, and his political views had been charac- 


terized by conservatism. He was charged with 
being accessory before the fact to the poison- 
ing of Dr. J. W. Saunders. the priocipal being 
Gair’s sister-in-law, Catherine Matthews, 
who was employed in Dr. Saunders’ 
family as wet-nurse. Dr. Saunders was 
one of those concerned in the shooting of 
the colored Sherif, Henry Smith, on 
the 4th inst. It is claimed that the woman con- 
fessed that on a visit to Gair, who had been 
driven from the parish and was stopping in 
Baton Rouge, he gave her arsenic, and induced 
her to give it to Dr. Saunders. The latter is 
now, however, alive and well. The following 
special dispatch to the Republican from Baton 
Rouge gives the particulars of Gair's arrest: 
„Deputy Sheriff Woodward came bere on the 
18th inst. with a warrant for the arrest cf 
John Gair, charged with being accessory 
before the fact to the powoning of 
Dr. J. W. Saunders, of Clinton, La. He 
called at the Sheriff’s office about 1 p. m., and 
showed Binile Drose, First Deputy, his warrant, 
when the Deputy replied that the Sheriff was 
absent. Mr. Woodward then called on some of 
our citizens to introduce him to the Mayor of 
the city, which was done, and Mr. Woodward 
showed the Mayor and the Chief-of-Police the 
warrant for the arrest of John Gair, signed by 
John B. Lyons, the Parish Judge, and duly 
sealed with the parish seal. At about 2 p. m. 
Gair was arrested bythe Deputy Sheriff and 
posse. All were brought to the Mayor's 
office by the Chief-of-Police, but, as there had 
been no disturbance of the peace, anid the Mayor 
had no power to inquire into criminal cases un- 
der the law, the Sheriff and posee left with Mr. 
Gar for Clinton at about 2:30 p. m., and, before 
leaving this city, Mr. John Gair spoke to Mr. 
Reed, District Attorney for this district. It has 
been learned that Mr. Gair was shot and killed 
on the road. His friends have telegraphed to 
Judge Lyons about Gairs body, if kill- 
ed, but the wires are down. Mrs. 
Gair is here, and has dot been 
disturbed.

ARMY REUNION. 


The Grand Affair at Indianapolis. 
Inpranaroiis, Ind., Oct. 15.—The soldiers’ 


parade to-day wasa grand affair, and was W- 


nessed by crowds of people who thronged the 


streets from the exit at Camp Morton to the 


halting point at the State Capital grounds. Pri- 
vate residences and business houses along the 
hoe of march were ‘handsomely decorated. 
A squad of cavalry, commanded by 
Capt. Sparks, cleared the advance. Howe's 
magnificent baod from Peru led off, 
followed by the 1812 and Mexican veterans, the 
first on wagons. Leading the Mexicans was the 
identical First Regiment flag of historical re- 
nown carried by Stevenson, who bore it through 
Gen. Tayior’s campaign of 1812. There were 
fully a score ef survivors, of aged and decrepid 
forma, but still showing the fire of 
youth as they added their cheering 
to the enthusiasm which surrounded tbem. 
Following these, aud leading the soldiers 
of the State during the Rebellion, were the Ser- 
enth Indiana Cavairy, still of respectable num- 
bers, and the regiments in regular suecession 
for twenty or more numbers, the Eiguth. Tentn, 
Eteventh, aud Thitteenth showing larger than 
the average. These, however, ended regularlv. 
the remainder of the column failing in where 
there was au opening, and the artillerv and city 
regiment covering the rear guard. It was 
considerably after the noon hour de- 
fore the rear reached ‘the State 
House grounds, and the Arrangement Commit-

THE INTERIOR DEPARTMENT. 
DELANO’S SUCCESSOR. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasurnoron, D. O., Oct. 15.—The President 
arrived here this morning, and immediately in- 
vited the Cabinet officers to a meeting at 12 
o’elock. The meeting lasted two hours. A large 
amount of routine business was transacted. It 
was ascertained, also, that the name of the per- 
son who bas been selected to succeed Delano 
was presented to the Cabinet. The utmost se- 
crecy was enjoined as to this name, but there is 
little doubt that a dispatch was sent to the per- 
son thus designated, and his acceptance 
or refusal will probably not be known 
until next week. Meanwhile Gen. Cowen 
will doubtless be commissioned as Secretary ad 
interim until Delano’s successor is chosen. 
Cowen hitherto bas filled the office as Acting 
Secretary, and it was to that office that the limi- 
tation applied. The gossips have revived the 
rumor that the position is to be offered to Judge 
Taft, of Ohio. The curious rumor is also started 
that ex-Senator Zach Chandler, of Michigan, 
will be offered the place. Ihe ramor originaves 
only io the fact that Chandler accompanied the 
President to Washington. The appointment of 
an ad interim Secretary will prevent any delay 
to business. Friends of Gen. Cowen are confi- 
dent of his appointment. 

ABUSES DISCOVERED.

THE CHAMPION SWINDLER. 
PINNEY OF SAN FRANCISCO. 
Special Dispatch to The Chieago I ribune. 

Wasutnuton, D. C., Oct. 15.—Information re- 
ceived here indicates that the defalcation of Pin- 
ney, of San Francisco, will reach $1,000,000. He 
borrowed large sums of money of individuals 
giving his note and acceptance. He borrowed 
stocks, and sold them. One broker lost $200,000 
on forgéd certificates. Pinney swindled both 
Government and contractors, takiog per- 
centage from both. Im the coal contracts 
he made an immense sum of money, and 
in many instances not half the material called 
for by the bills was ever furnished. On one 
hardware contract be made at least $30,000, and 
in the item of Oregon lumder furnished the 
Navy-Yard at Mare Island, he pocketed the dif- 
fesence between $22 ia coin and $60 in green- 
backs.

THE LYNCHING IN MASON COUNTY, ILL.

Por several days items have been going the 
rounds ot the papers about the lynchiog of « 
mak named Burope Pemberton, at Forest City, 


Maren County, III. 

For » oumber of years Mason County has been 
troublal with horse-thieves, and the utmost en- 
dea vars of the police-powers of the county have 
been fruitless in their attempts to catch the per- 
petrators. The raids had grown io number, and 
became to successful that the people at length 
became fired of the manner in which their borses 
were disaypearing. Finally, to sappress these 
raids, and w bring the offenders to justice, they 


formed a Vigilance Committve. 

This bad been in steady existence for three or 
four years, und as yet had not been of any mate- 
rial assistance in stopping horse-stealing. 80 
much for the cause of the bitter feeling which 
exists in Mason County towards horse-thieves, 

The victim, Beurope Pemberton,—or Buro 
as he spells his name,—was a man 32 years o 
slight buald, bat very well formed, weighing 
pounds. He bas for years been koown as & 
desperate character, and had become a terror to 
a number of peopie near bis home. Even when 
a boy be was considered unprincipled, and was

Tusse same men Pember- 
ton had threatened either to kill, or to burn their 
houses and barns, as @ revenge for the bad feel- 
ing they had mantfesced towards him. While 
serving out their time these two men agreed that 
During, whose time expired firg, should go to 
Forest City and gather ia al he could, and 
wait about there until Pemberton’s time was 
out, and then the two would dcemmence their 
career of revenge against the resments of that 
village. 

During went to Forest City wisile the Mason 
County Court was in session, and passed hitas It 
as a Deputy Sheriff. Ove of bis dodges was 
as follows: He would say to a well-to-do 
farmer, A man pas been arrested at dayana for 
forging one of your notes. It is known to bea 
forgery, but, to convict him, the Sheriff wants 
you to go to Havana and testify.” Tne man of 
course would go, and, as soon as be bad gone 
away. During would rob the house and take the 
valuables. e had done this thing several 
times, but finally was captured. On his person 
was found the list of citizens, and, on being 

uestioned, he said that Pemberton had givea 
them to him. Then the whole plan came out, 
aod then these people who were named on this 
list began to live in tant terror and fear that 
Pemberton would r and carry ont bis 
threats. When he did return, it was seen that 
be associated with men whose character was 
known to be desperate, although his relatives 
warned him not to do so: and the dread felt by 
these people increased iostead of diminishing. 
This accounts for the bitter feeling existing 
towards Pemberton by the residents of Mason 
County. 

A short time ago, Pemberton was noticed wau- 
dering about in the woods near Forest City, and 
several times was seen in company witha man 
who was a known little later 
several horses were missed. and no trace of 
them could be found. Wheo the officers came 
to “work up the case it was faand that all 
the missing horses were last seen either pear, or 
in, this same piece of timber where Pemberton 
was seen, Mr. W. KM. Cogdail was the owner of 
the horses, and made the complaint. Mr. Will- 


iam L. Reed, the Constable at Forest City, had 


a warrantissued for the arrest of Pemberton, 
and telegra hed to Mason City to have him ar- 
rested and kept until be could take him away. 
He went to Mason City on the firct§ trait, aad 
there received the prisoner. He returned Fri- 
day afternoon to Forest City, reaching that 
place at about 5 o’tlock in the afternoon. He 
took Pemberton to his house, that both might 
have their supper, as the prosecuting witness had 
not come vet. After supper, George Pember- 


ton, a cousin of the prisoner, and a man highly 


bonored in the community. aud Mr. Eli Niairk. 
also a prominent man, called. They wanted to 
see if the prisoner was connected with the vari- 
ous thefis which had been perpetrated for sev- 
eral weeks past. Mr. George Pemberton was 
out of town when our arrived, but he 
fouud Mr. Eli Nixirk, and from him learned the 
following facts : 

They asked Pemberton why he continued to 
act as he had done, commencing anew in crime 
just ae soon as he was freed from the Peuiten- 
tiarv, and stated that there was a band of horse- 
thieves about, and it was the general belief of 
the community that he was connected with the 
band. They asked him if this was so. He 
answered in nearly these words: “If I knew I 
should drop dead for not telling the truth, I 
would say that I was not connected with the 
band, and did not know that Mr. Cogdail’s boraes 
were stolen until I was taken to Forest City.” 
He produced a diary or memorandum, which said 
that be had been discharged by the Warden at 
Joliet July 12, 1876, aud bad received a suit of 
clothes and $12. Further, be had worked bis 
way among various farmers until he returned to 
his home, and he stated that he could prove that 
be was not pear Mr. Cogdali’s at the time he 
gaid his horses were stolen. 

After interviewimg Mr. Nikirk this far, the 
conustable’s story was next sought, and Mr. Wil- 
iam L. Reed, the constable, related what oo 
curred after this, as follows: 1 left Pember- 
ton talking with George Pemberton and Eli 
Nikirk, and went out to fiod the prosecuting wit- 
neus. I told him that I had the prisoner at my 
house, and for him to go to Squire Jack- 
son, and I w bring him over, as I 
did not want to make a jail of my house.

The Roanoke Red Sulphar 
Springs are bat 9 miles from here, 
aud have been largely patromzed this 
summer, as have also numerous other 
springs in this section of the enz by invalids 
and pleasure-seekers from all parts of the 
United States. The climate in summer througb- 
out this mountainous portion of the State is all 
that could be desired, the days moderately 
warm, the nights cool and braciug. Virginia is 
the land of vines aud mineral waters. Alum, 
sulphur, chalybeate spriugs, etc., are found at 
every hand. I do not think the floraof Virginia 
equals that of some of our other States, but 
vines of ali kinds grow to perfection and in the 
greatest profusion, and the Virginia creeper 
creepeth everywhere. I have seen but few birds, 
none scarcely of the singing order, and miss 
the merry warblers.

THE THOMAS CONCERT. 

The fifth of the series of { homas concerts was 
given last evening at the Union Park Congre- 
gatioval Church. The West Side is not famous 
for turning oat large audiences, but last even- 
ing it made ao extra effort, and, with the help 
of a number of South Siders, fi the churen 
about two-thirds full.

PULLMAN AND VANDERBILT. 
TKE LAST EXPLANATION. 

The formetion of the new Atlantic & Chicago 
Railroad as an opposition line to the already ex- 
isting roads to the East bas opened the eyes of 
Commodore Vanderbilt, and be can now plainly 
gee that be has made a mistake in trying to cut 
the Eris off from the West by refusing it proper 
facilities over the Micbigan Central and Micbi- 
gan Soathero Railroads. Mr. Vanderbilt at first 
tried to lay the blame on Mr. Pullman, who, be 
said. would not make the same allowances to 
Wagner's line that be demanded for his own. 
But now that he sees that Pullman bas the svm- 
pathy of the Western people, he and Mr. Joy 
tarn around and pat Pullman on the back, and 
try to lay all the trouble at the doors of the Erie. 
The following is the latest explanation of Mr. 
Joy, and which probably was inspired by Mr. 


Vanderbilt : 

The Michigan Central and Great Western connect at 
Suspension Bridge and Buffale with the Erie as well as 
the New York Central, and hitherto Pullman cars have 
run over both roads to New York. Mr. Joy at once 
entered into negoti.tions with tite Erie to see if, in case 
the Michigan Central changed to Wagner cars, the Erie 
would allow them to run over their road to New Yur, 
the Michigan Central hauling the Pullman cars from 
that road to Chicago, thus making the same arrange- 
ment, reversed, tat was formeriy had with the New 
York Central. nally, when tiis arrangement was 
avout consummated, the Erie fo ks flew the track, and 
declined under any circumstances to let tne Waguer 
cars run over their road, 

This left the Michigan Central only the choice of al- 
ternatives—to stick to Pullman, lose thereby the New 
York Central connection, and have only, the Keie for 
its New York travel, or take the Wagner cars with the 
New York Central connection, and give up the Erie 
with its Pu iman cars, Mr. Joy chose the New York 
Central connection as the more valuabie of the two, 
and entered into s contract by which, after the ist of 
November next, the Wagner siee; iag-cars will run over 
the Central route, going througa to New York by the 
New York Central only, It is understood that in con- 
sequence of this break, and partly, perhapa, the cause 
of it, anew passenger route bas been established be- 
tween Chicego and New York, Thicis by way of the 
Erie, Atlantic & Great Western, and Baltimore & Ohio. 
Pullman cars will run over thw route, and Mr. Joy 
thinks that probably the inducemen's held out by the 
Baltimore & Ohio had something to do with the Erie 
declining to enter into the sleeping-car exchange ar- 
rangement with the Michigan Central, 

This explanation does very well for people who 
know nothing about the mau gement of roads. 
But Tas Taiscye is in condition to state posi- 
tively that the passenger receipts by the Michi- 
gan Central from the Erie Railroad were t vice as 
large as those from the New York Ceniral, and 
hence the Michizan Central could not have 
changed its siee:ing-cars merely to keep up 
connections with the New York Central, know- 
ing it would thereby lose the Erie. Then the 
New York Central had already a through hoe to 
Chicago via the Michigan Sou bern, and it 
would therefore bave been in the interest of the 
Michigan Ceotral to keep up its connec- 
tion with the Erie to have an in- 
dependent through line. Besides this, two 
of the most important conneciious of the Mich- 
igan Central—the Great Weste:n of Canada and 
the Grand unk RKailway—:un Pullman palace 
cars, and are now also cut off the same as the 
Erie. The Great Western of Canada forma the 
connecting link between the Michigan Central 
and New Lork Central, and has always had the 
most friendly relations with the former. Thou- 
sands of dollars have been paid by the Michigan 
Central to advertise this line as the great Niag- 
ara Fails route, and it woald not now relinquish 
it for the Canada Southern if it could possibl 
help it. The contract of the Great Western wit 
Pullman expires next spring, but General-Sa- 

rintendent. Watson, of this road, stated to a 

RIBUNE reporser two or three days ago that 


there is every probability that the con’ract will 


be renewed, and under no circumstances would 
a contract be made with Wagner. 

Bat what shows more than auything else that 
the interests of the Michigan Central were not 
consulted when the contract with Wagner was 
made is the fact that the offer made by 
Pullman was far more liberal than that of Wag- 
ner, still the latter got the contract in spite of 
the remoostrances of the officers of the road, 
and for vo other reason than because Vanderbilt 
had enough friends in the Board to control the 

pad 


road. 

As for the Erie Railroad kicking against the 
arrangement allowing Waguer's cars to run over 
its line, the fact is the boot fits exactly on the 
other foot. It was Commodore Vanderbilt who 
retuzed to allow Pullman's cars over his line 
under any consideration whatever. Now, howev- 
er, he is looking towards an arrangement by which 
Pullman’s and Wagoer’s palace-cars can be in- 
tercbanged on all the roads leading from Chica- 
go to the Fast. bat it is Mr. Pullman now who is 
stubborn. on the ground that it is too late to 
make different arrangements from those already 
perfected.

MISCELLANEOUS. 
ATLANTIC & PACIFIC, 
A conference between the managers of the At- 


lantic & Pacific Railroad and some of the lead- 
ing stockholders of the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road was held in New York a few days ago for 
the purpose of devising means to re-establish 
the stocs of the latter road io public estimation. 
The Missouri Pacific is leased by the Atlantic & 
Paowfic, the latter guaranteeing to pay an annual 
dividend of 6 per cent on its stock. Recently it 
became apparent the dividend for the last quar- 
ter would not be paid. At the meeting the At- 
lantic & Pacific announced that it could vot pay 
the dividend, and said that the Missouri Pacific 
owed them #1,300,000 for repairs and improve- 
mente of the road. As security for this debt, 
they held $1,400,000 worth of Missouri Pacific 
improvement bonds, most of which had been 
hypo to raise money. They desired to be 
reimbursed for their expenditures. and to return 
the bonds to the Missouri Pacific. whose earo- 
ings baa tallen off between $300,000 and $400,- 
000 within the past year. The stockholders of 
the Missouri Pacific looked favorably upon this 
proposition. but insisted that in the event of ite 
acceptance the lease should be canceled. A 
committee of five was appointed to consider the 
feasibility of abrogating the lease without a legal 
struggle between the two roads, at the same 
time expressing their willingness, should their 
road be turned over to them, to enter into fair 
and equitable running alrangemenis with the 
Atlantic & Pacific. 
THE INDIANAPOLIS, 
* RAILROAD. 

New York, Oct. 15.—A meeting of the bond- 
holders of tne Western Division df the Indian- 
apolis, Bloomingtou & Western Railroad Company 
was held to-day. The Committee who were ap- 
pointed to examine into the finaucial condition 
of the extension reported that from December, 
1874, to July 1, 1875, the earnings were $82,981 ; 
the expenses, $78,916. The smalioeds of the 
earnings was attributed to the low freights, the 
genera! stagnation in railroad business, and the 
fact that the road is in the bands of a Re- 
ceiver. The main road earned, during the same 
time, #720.264. The extension is now earning

VICTORIA WOODHULL. 


Her Lecture on the “True and the 
False Socially.’ 

McCormick Hail was crowded to repletion last 
evening to hear Mra. Woodhull lecture on The 
True and the Falee Socially.” The audience was 
largely composed of men, still, there was #fair 
sprinkling of women. The lady appeared on 
the rostrum about a quarter past 8 o'clock, dress- 
ed in a plain black dress, white collar and cuffs, 
a bunch of roses on her breast being all the 
effort at ornamentation. 

She read her lecture from manuscript, and 
commenced by holdiag that the history of the 
past showed that all nations fell and went out of 
existence through the degenerate lives of the 
inhabitants, such lives as this country is living 
now. 

She held that a change in our course of life 
was necessary to prolong our existence as a na- 
tion. For as sure as night meets day, and day 
night, just so sure must our social life be altered. 
The peopie are the earth and the earth the peo- 
ple. The past marks the downfall and rise of 
nations. As nations fell out of place, others 
rose to take their places. The races of 
the past are extinct. They have left no trace 
behind them. This nation isas of one family. 


civilization. We have gained the summit, but 
stand ready to descend again. : 
Civilization found a new impetus on this free 
American continent,—a nation founded on the 
model of sovereign rights of each individual. 
But what is the history of past nations will be 
of this. They rose aod then fell into decay. We 


must prevent this by changing the great social 
problem. This is a country made up 
of all nations. Each has di- 
vided, but come together again on our 
soll. All races are here blended together; and, 
being blended together. they will combine the 
peculiarities of Europe, Asia, and Africa And 
when these shall have completely blended, they 
will bave made the perfected race of humanity. 
Perfected nations must be a combination of the 
2 traits— mental. moral, and physical—of 
each. 

Tue process is going on in this country. Even 
the negro and Mongolian are being amalgamated 
in this country, aud merged in the higher civil- 
ization. These, then, sre preparing the way for 
the grand and perfect type of the buman race. 

Before thesefare commingled together, there 
will be no perfect race, either mentally, morally, 
or physically. But from these shall spring a 
— and pure family. Then the lion and the 
amb shail lie down together, and the great ena 
be accomplished. The realization and of 
the people can never be attained except by the 
slow process of revolution. Never will peace 
and harmony so universally rei until we are 
perfected; until we make end possible, 
though the process may be slow. 

Christian ministers may eterually preach about 
the great salvation coming, but our progeny 
must be such as to make this possible. She 
held that the unification of the world was not 
right either in Christianity or the Bible, but by 
in tercommunication of the nations of the earth, 
— the medium of commerce and the tele- 
graph. 

This country is to prove the model form of 
Government, because it permite of reform with- 
out great and etartling and bloody revolutions. 
She mentioned the good Theodore Parker and 
William Lloyd Garrison bad done the naiion, and 
held that she (the speaker) was standing on the 
platform the advocate of a still greater reform 
and revolution, — to advocate that a woman was 
pure enough to own ber own body. [Applause.] 
The press and public, a few years ago, had be- 
come nearly demoralized at this assertion. 

Our Constitution, of which we boast so much, 
allows life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness 
to its citizens. This Constitution was framed by 
men for men to conform to. It was a freedom 
only in theory. The Government has no right 
to interfere with a citizen in the pursuit of hap- 
piness, as such citizen is the judge of what con- 
stitutes bis own happiness, and bow it can best 
be secured. All power is derived from the gov- 
erened, vet one-half of our people are disfran- 
chised. This outrage is utterly ignored. It is a 
oe contravention of our great boast of free- 

om.
